Representative Engstrom went 
on to say that the interest in the 
bridge is much greater outside of 
Michigan than it is in Michigan. 

It has been reported thai toll 
rates for crossing the bridge 
would be 25-per cent higher than 
they are now. To date, ferry tolls 
gross about $1,400,000. This would 
not be sufficient to pay the in- 
terest and principal of bridge 
bonds issued. 

But it has been pointed out that 
traffic experts say a bridge would 
increase traffic to a degree whete- 
by the tolls in the early years of 
operation would bring in more 
than four million dollars and 
would increase in future-years as 
ferry crossings have in the past.
